quality and at less cost. Even 
Italy, which has never rated high 
as a manufacturing commercial 
rival, is now getting a good share 
of the world’s business. 

Britons are continually talk-| 
ing about new industries which | 
will save the future for them— 
the chemical, the plastics 
the electronics, and that of ato- 
mic products. The Socialist Gov- 
ernment did make some head- 
way in establishing such trade. 
But as yet, no market success 
can be perceived. An article ap- 
pearing in a financial paper dur- 
ing the past few days tells of a 
British attempt to extract chemi- 
cals from oil. It has been a huge 
flop, despite three loans of more 
than $1,000,000 each. The explan- 
ation appears to lie in these 
facts: That Britain has very little 
oil; that American oil companies 
are able to operate more effi 
ciently and at less_cost. More- 
over, it seems to be much the 
same story in the plastics and 
electronics fields. British re-| 
searchers are excellent and have 
made some rare discoveries; but 
their methods are not as thor- 
ough as those of German scien- 
tists. Furthermore, Britain's abi- 
lity to make research pay com- 
pares unfavorably with Ameri- 
ca’s. 

Things are chipper in London, 
and much is expected from the 
Coronation. However, prices are 
too high for the ordinary Ameri- 
can tourist. The deflated pound 
has caught up with the dollar; 
and in London prices are even 
higher than those in New York, 
without value received. 

As a river cannot live without 
tributaries, so Britain cannot live 
without dependencies. It is hard 
to take, but few Britons delude} 
themselves. They realize well 
enough that eventually their 


most valued export will have to 
be people.

U. S. Flag Code 


Public Law 829, 77th Congress ot 
the United States, approved Decem- 
ber 22, 1942, sets forth a code for 
display and use of the flag of the 
United States of America, in a 
joint resolution by the Senate and 
House of Representatives, as fol-

‘That the following codification ot 
existing rules and customs. pertain- 
ing to the display and use of the 
flag of the United States of Amer- 
ica be, and it is hereby, established 
for the use of such civilian groups 
or organizations as may not be re- 
quired to conform with regulations

utive departments of the Govern- 
‘ment of the United States. 

| Section 2. (a) It is the universal 
custom to display the flag only from 
sunrise to sunset on buildings and 
on stationary flagstafis in the open. 
However, the flag may be displayed 
at night upon special occasions when 
lit is desired to produce a patriotic 
effect. 

(b) The flag should be hoisteo 
briskly and lowered ceremoniously. 

(c) The flag should not be dis- 
played on days when the weather is 
inclement. 

(d) The flag should be displayed 
on all days when the weather per- 
mits, especially on New Year's Day, 
January 1; Inauguration Day, Jan- 
uary 20; Lincoln's Birthday, Feb- 
ruary 12; Washington's Birthday, 
February Army Day. April 6; 
3 nday (variable); Mothet 
cond Sunday in May; Mem- 
(half staff until noon), 
May 30; Flag Day, June 14; Indep- 
endence Day, July 4; Labor Day, 
first Monday in September ; Consti- 
tution Day, September 17; Colum- 
bus Day, October 12; Ni Da:

(f) The flag should be displayed 
in or near every polling place on 
election days. 

(g) The flag should be displayed 
during school days in or near every 
schoolhouse. 

Section 3 That the flag, when 
carried in a procesion with another 
flag, or flags, should be either on the 
marching right; that is, the flags 
own right, or, if there is a line of 
other flags, in front of the center 
of that line. 

(a) The, flag should not be dis- 
played on a float in a parade ex- 
cept from a staff, or as provided 
in subsection (i). 

(b) The flag should not be drap- 
ed over the hood, top, sides or back | 
of a vehicle or of a railroad train or | 
a boat. When the flag is displayed 
on a motorcar, the staff shall be 
fixed firmly to the chassis or clamp- 
ed to the radiator cap. 

(c) No other flag or pennant 
should be placed above or, if on the 
same level, to the right of the flag 
of the United States of America, 
except during church services con- 
ducted by naval chaplains at sea, 
when the church pennant. may be 
flown above the flag during church | 
services for the personnel of the 


| 


Navy 

(d) The flag of the United States 
of America, when it is displayed with 
another flag against a wall from 
crossed staffs, should be on the 
right, the flag's own right, and its 
staff should be in front of the staff 
of the other flag. 

(e) The flag the United States of 
America should be at the center and 
at the highest point of the group 
when a number of flags of States om 
localities or pennants of societies 
are grouped and displayed from 
staffs. 

(1) When flags of States,, cities 
or localities, or pennants of socie- 
ties are flown on the same halyard 
with the flag of the United States, 
the latter should always be at the 
peak. When the flags are flown 
from adjacent staffs ,the flag of 
the United States should be hoisted 
first and lowered last. No such flag 
or pennant may be placed above the 
flag of the United states or to the 
right of the United States. 

(g) When flags of two or more 
nations are displayed, they are to be 
flown from separate staffs of the 
same height. The flags should be of 
approximately e@ual size. \ Interna- 
tional usage forbids the display of 
the flag of one nation above that 
of another nation in time of peace. 

(h) When the flag of the United 
states is displayed from a staff pro- 
jecting horizontally or at an angle 
from the window sill, balcony or 
front of a building, the union of the 
flag should be placed at the peak ot 
the staff unless the flag is at half- 
staff.

(i) When the flag is displayed 
other wise than by being flown from 
a staff, it should be displayed flat, 
weather indoors or out, or so sus- 
pended that its fold fall as free as 
though the flag were staffed, 

(j) When the flag is displayed 
over the middle of the street, it 
should be suspended vertically with 
the union to the north in an east 
and west street or to the east in a 
north and south street 

(k) When used on a_ speaker's 
platform, the flag, if displayed flat, 
should be displayed above and be- 
hind the speaker. When displayed 
from a staff in a church or publft 
auditorium, if it is displayed in the 
chancel of a church or on the speak- 
er's platform in a public auditorium, 
the flag should occupy the position 
of honor and be placed at the clergy- 
man’s or speaker's right as he faces 
the congregation or audience. Any 
other flag so displayed in the chan- 
cel or on the platform should be 
placed at the clergyman's or speak- 
er’s left as he faces the congrega-

(1) The flag should form a distinc- 
tive feature of the ceremony of un- 
veiling a statue or monumient, pu 
it should never be used as the cov- 
ering for the statue or monument, 

(m) The flag, when flown at half- 
staff, should be first hoisted to the 
peak for an instant and then lowered 
to the half-staff position. The flag 
should be again raised to the peak 
before it is lowered for the day. By 
“half-staff” is meant lowering the | 
flag to one-half the distance be- 
tween the top and bottom of the 
staff, Crepe streamers may be af- 
fixed to spearheads. or flagstaffs in 
a parade only by order of the Presi- 
dent of the United States . 

(n) When the flag is used to cov 
er a casket, it should be so placed 
that the union is at the head and 


over the left shoulder. The flag} 
should not be lowered into the 
grave or allowed to touch the| 
ground. 

Section 4. That no disrespect 


should be shown to the flag of the| 
United States of America, the flag | 
should not be dipped to any person 
or thing. Regimental colors, State 
flags, and organization or institu- | 
tional flags are to be dipped as a 
mark of honor. 

(a) The flag should never be dis- 
played with the union down save as 
a signal of dire distress. 

(b) The flag should never touch 
anything beneath it, such as the 
ground, the floor, water or merch- 
andis 


(a) The flag should never be car- 
ried flat or horizontally, but always 
aloft and free. 

(d) The should never be used 
as drapery of any sort whatsoever, 
never festooned, drawn back, nor 
up, in folds, but always allowed to 
fall free. Bunting of blue, white and 
red ,always arranged with the blue 
above, the white in the middle and 
the red below, should be used for’ 
covering a speaker's desk, draping 
the front of a platform and for dec- 
oration in general. 

(e) The flag should never be fast- 
ened, displayed, use or stored in 
such’ a manner as will permit it to 
be easily torn, soiled or damaged in 
any way. 

(a) The flag should never be usea 
as a covering for a ceiling. 

(g) The flag should never have 
placed upon it, nor on any part of it, 
nor attached to it any mark, in- 
signia, letter, word ,figure, design, 
picture or drawing of any nature. 

(h) The flag should never be used 
as a receptacle for receiving, hold- 
ing, carrying or delivering anything. 

(i) The flag should neyer be used 
for advertising purposes in any man- 
ner whatsoever. It should not be 
embroidered on such articles as 
Jeushions or hankerchiefs and the 
like, printed or otherwise impressed 
on paper napkins or boxes or any- 
thing that is designed for temporaty 
juse and discar; or used as any por- 
tion of a costume or athletic uni- 
}form. Advertising signs should not 
be fastened to a staff or halyard 
from which the flag is flown 

(j) The flag, when it is in such 
condition that it is no longer a 
fitting emblem for display, should be 
destroyed ina dignfied way, prefer- 
ably by burning. 

Section 5. That during the cere- 


review, all persons present 
face the flag, stand at attention and 
salute. Those present in uniform 
should render the military salute, 
When not in wiform, men should 
remove the headdress with the right 
hand holding it at the left shoulder, 
the hand bting over the heart. Men 
without hats should salute in the 
same manner, Aliens should stand at 
attention. Women should salute by 
placing the right hand over the 
heart, The salute to the flag in the 
moving column should be rendered 
at the moment the flag passes. 

Section 6. That when the nation- 
al anthem is played and the flag 
is not displayed, all present should 
stand and face toward the music. 
Those in uniform should salute at 
the first note of the anthem, retain- 
ing this position until the last note. 
All others should stand at attention, 
men removing the headdress, When 
the flag is displayed, all present 
should face the flag and salute, 

Section 7. That the pledge of all- 
egiance to the flag, “I pledge alleg- 
iance to the flag of the United Stat- 
es of America and to the Republic 
for which it stands, one Nation in- 
divisible, with liberty and justice for 
all”, be rendered by standing witn 
the right hand over the heart. How- 
ever, civilians will always show full 
respect to the flag when the pledge 
is given by merely standing at at- 
tention men removing the head- 
dress. Persons in uniform shall ren- 
der the military salute, 

Section 8. Any rule or custom per- 
taining to the display of the flag of 
the United States of America, set 
forth herein, may be altered, mod- 
ified or repealed, or additional rules 
with respect thereto may be pre- 
scribed by the Commander-in-Chief 
of the Army and Navy of the United 
States, whenever he deems it to be 
appropriate or desirable and any 
such alteration or additional rule 
shall be set forth in a proclamation.

Good pointed out that the Massa- 
chusetts Tax Payers Association 
had proposed a different formula, 
one that would show the actual 
schools, percentage wise. 
Good was in favor of this proposal, 
and stated that the Association of 
Massachusetts Selectmen, and the 
Teachers Federation had all endor- 
sed this proposal, 

Good proposed that each town be 
allowed to figure out its own per- 
centage. In this. way, he stated, it 
would be up to the local assessors, 
the local school committee, finance 
committee, and superintendent of 
schools. The local taxpayer would 
know what he was paying for, and 
there would be no “hidden” bills, in 
the tax bill. 

Good also spoke of the increas- 
ing enrollments, and consequent in- 
creasing costs of Wilmington 
schools. The enrollment has in- 
creased 25% in the last five years, 
according to figures cited by Good, 
and the program of a few years ago 
is not sufficient. He stated that it 
was not the fault of those men who 
laid out the program, but that the 
town was so rapidly increasing in 
size. He was of the opinion that there 
would be 2000 children in the Wil- 
mington schools, in September, and 
that the pooulation of the town 
would be about 10,000 if it had

LIFE-SPAN THROUGH 
HALF/HOUR REJUVENATION 


Fuel drums, used to store and | 
ship petroleum on its journey from 
‘oil’ well to consumer, sometimes get 
banged-up in their travels. A new 
reclaiming process which takes 
about 30 minutes saves them from 
the scrap heap and ‘restores them 
to usefulness. The battered deums 
first get kinks taken out of ‘the 
tims, then are “dedented” with high 
pressure air, Rust on the inside of 
the barrel is scraped away and ‘a 
solution of hot ¢austic soda is put 
to work. Wire brushes clean scale 
and loose paint from the outside, 
then feaks are plugged, paint is 
sprayed on, and an infrared drying
